To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council* 


Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  G-entlemen, 

As  instructed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  I  herewith  present  ray 
Annual  Report  for  1959.  In  compiling  it  I  have  followed  the  pattern 
of  last  year  as  it  enables  the  comparison  with  the  figures  for  the 
preceeding  year  to  be  made  much  more  easily. 

The  following  are  seme  of  the  facts  from  the  main  body  of  the  Report. 

(i)  The  population  of  the  area  has  decreased  by  30  from  8,800  to 
8,770  (8,820  in  1957). 

(ii)  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  has  increased  from 
113  to  129  (146  in  1957). 

(iii)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  and 
Bronchus  has  remained  stationery  from  1958  -  namely  3 
(1957  -  3  and  1956  -  3). 

(iv)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  has 
increased  to  19  (13  in  1958,  13  in  1957?  18  in  1956). 

Included  in  the  statistics  for  this  year  is  the  figure  relating  to 
the  number  of  children  in  the  area  who  died  under  one  week  of  age. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  occurring  during 
the  year  was  one.  Previous  figures  were  as  follows  ~ 

1956  -  2,*  1957  -  2;  1958  -  4. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  which  I  received  from  them  during  the  year.

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NOTES  ON  STATISTICS 


Population, 

The  population  for  the  area  for  the  year  1959  amounted,  to  8,770 
which  was  a  decrease  of  30  persons  (1958  -  8,800). 

Births, 

The  total  number  of  live  births  in  the  area  amounted,  to  113 
which  was  an  decrease  of  5  for  the  previous  year1.  This  gives  a  live 
birth  rate  of  12,8  per  1,000  population  -  England  and  Wales  16,5. 


Deaths, 

Deaths  from  all  causes  (including  inward  transferable  deaths) 
amounted  to  129.  This  is  an  increase  of  1 6  on  the  same  figure  for  1958 
and  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  14, 7.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  being  11,6.  An  analysis  of  causes  of  death  is  given  cn  page  5* 

One  death  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  during  1959*  This 
gives  a  death  rate  in  this  category  for  the  year  of  8.8  ~  England  and 
17 ales  22,2. 

The  number  of  Stone  inhabitants  who  died  during  the  year  amounted  to 
92.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  10.4  per  1,000  population  -  adjusted  8.3. 

National  s.ss istance  Act . 


No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning;. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  No  cases 
were  notified  during  the  proceeding  year  (1958),  which  shows  that  the 
standard  of  dean  food  in  the  area  was  maintained  (3  causes  notified 

in  19J7). 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Diseases, 

The  number  of  cases  notified  under  this  heading  during  the  year 
amounted  to  229  (6  in  1958).  The  difference  in  these  figures  is  mainly 
due  to  the  fact  that  224  cases  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  area  in  1959 
against  3  causes  in  1958  (33  cases  notified  in  1957).  Table  IV  gives 
the  complete  list  of  infectious  aid.  notifiable  diseases  (excluding 
Pulmonary  .and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis)  for  the  year  1959.

2.  Drainage » 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued 
in  connection  vvith  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  system  and  also  of 
new  work. 


3*  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  now  10  houses  with  pail  closets  and  23  houses  with  septic 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 


I,  Water  Supply. 

The  Staff ordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year.  12  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects.

Two  harrier  vehicles  are  operating  full-tine  together  with 
one  vehicle  part-time  on  waste  paper  collection*, 

The  tipping  sites  at  Abbey  Street  end.  dcstbridge  Park  are 
completed  except  for  small  .areas  kept  aside  for  emergency  use* 

During  the  year  a  pit  off  the  Uttoxeter  Road  in  the  Stone  Rural 
District  was  filled  to  be  reclaimed  for  agricultural  use  and 
tipping  operations  were  about  to  commence  in  one  of  two  pits  at 
Cold  Norton  -  also  situated  in  the  Stone  Rural  District, 

although  this  latter  site  will  provide  facilities  for  2-3  years 
at  the  present  rate  of  collection,  the  difficulty  in  finding  long 
term  tipping  sites  remains  a  f  ccrmidable  problem* 

Sites  outside  the  Urban  area  will  add  to  the  running  and 
collection  costs  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  the  provision 
of  extra  vehicles  in  future  years  to  meet  collection  needs  for  such 
purposes.  If  this  situation  develops,  difficulty  will  be  experienced 
in  recruiting  suitable  additional  collection  staff  from  available 
local  labour. 

Salvage, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and 
rags  has  been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated 
and  salvaged  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

the  Council's  Lichfield  Road  Estate.

A  new  private  estate  has  been  laid  out  with  building  plots  for 
86  dwellings  and  building  has  continued  on  one  private  housing  estate 
which  will  consist  of  38  dwellings.

8.  Demolition  of  dwelling  houses* 


The  1-5  years  slum  clearance  programme  was  oompleted  with  the 
re-housing  of  the  last  few  families  from  condemned  houses,  A 
substantial  number  of  condemned  houses  were  demolished  during  the 
year  as  shown  below. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  a  further  15  year  programme  to 
cover  the  remainder  of  the  sub- standard  houses  in  the  district.

Allocation  of  new  units  have  been  primarily  made  for  slum  clearance 
tenants  and  the  remaining  ne\7  units  have  been  allocated  under  the  points 
system.  19  Council  houses  became  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were 
re-allocated  mainly  under  the  points  system, 

10.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  areas  of  land  were  again  used  without  ccnsent  for  the  parking 
of  caravans.  The  sites  were  eventually  cleared  by  informal  action. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by 
a  Stone  Company.  1  fair  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  Trent 
and  Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer, 

11.  Dirty  and  ¥erminous  Premises, 

Visits  were  made  to  5  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instructions 
and  advice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing. 

12.  Rodent  Control. 


Two  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  town. 
Regular  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  and  other  surface  installations  has 
been  carried  out.

Considerable  effort  was  male  to  visit  all  faotories  not  already 
provided  -with  a  Certificate  of  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  under 
Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  one 
factory  had  not  been  supplied  with  a  Certificate. 

15.  Smoke  Abatement. 


The  general  response  and  co-operation  of  industry  ■within  the 
Urban  area  has  been  good.  One  firm  has  commenced  a  conversion  scheme 
from  coal  fired  to  gas  fired  kilns  and  so  far  three  kilns  have  been 
converted. 

One  informal  notice  was  abated. 

Grit  and  ash  emissions  continued  from  tine  to  time  from  the 
Meaford  Power  Station.  Joint  discussions  by  the  Stone  Rural  and  Stone 
Urban  District  Councils  with  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board 
have  taken  place  and  as  a  result  it  is  understood  that  more  efficient 
arresting  equipment  is  to  be  iist ailed. 

1  6.  Shops  let. 

Regular  visits  to  shops  in  the  area  have  been  maintained, 

22  inspections  of  shops  in  respect  of  health  and  comfort  provisions 
were  made.  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council.

Meat  Inspection. 


Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after 
slaughter. 


The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butchers1  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.

Inspection  of  Food  Handling  Premises . 


Frequent  routine  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises, 
with  particular  regard  to  food  hygiene.  12  notices  were  served  to 
implement  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  all 
work  required  was  satisfactorily  carried  out.  An  advisary  circular 
was  sent  out  to  traders  in  July  regarding  the  storage  and  protection 
of  meat  and  other  cooked  products  during  spells  of  hot  weather.
